- Com- 
merce Secretary Malcolm Baldrige, 
a onetime ranel) hand who attended 
Yale . nnd became a successful 
biisincKHman before Joining the 
Reagan Cabinet, died' Saturday 
hours after the horse he was riding 
K-hllccattleropingfellonhim. 

Baldrige, 64. died during surgery 
at John Muir Hospital here at about 
3:S0 p.m,. said Dr. Naran Patel, a 
trauma surgeon at the hospital. 

The - commerce secretary, a- 
member of President Reagan's Cab- 
inet since 1961, arrived at the 
hospital via helicopter after the ac- 
cident at the Jack Roddy Ranch In 
rural Brentwood. 4.'> miles east of 
San Francisco.

In Manama. Bahrain.' marine 
salvage experts said the mine may 
have been laid only two hours before 
the 4l)l,;iHG-ton Bridgeton hit it Fri. 
day morning. Two rusty mines were 
sighted later by passing ships in the 
gulf, near the Abu Sa'fah field, south 
of where the Bridgeton was hit, 
shipping executives said. 

In Long Beach, Calif., .the bat- 
tleship UbS Missouri set sail Satur- 
day for the Indian Ocean with about 
1,500 sailors on board. Pentagon 
spokesman Lt. Cmdr. Chris 
Baumann said. He would not com- 
ment on whether the Missouri might 
enter the Persian Gulf.

Three U.S. warships had escorted 
the Bridgeton and the' smaller oil- 
products carrier Gas Prince as pact 
of the vanguard of a U.S. effort to 
protect oil shipping lanes from_at:_ 
tacks stemming from the Iran-Iraq 
war. The U.S. ships arrived safely in 
Bahrain on Saturday after Kuwait 
rejected their request to anchor In 
its tcrrlloriul waters.

Baldrige; 'who had a lifelong pas- 
sion for rodeo competition and was 
elected to the Cowboy Hall of Fame 
in 1984. suffered massive Internal In- 
juries including tears to the 
pancreas and heart when the horse 
fell on him about 1:15 p.m.. doctors 
said. His heart stopped for several 
minutes after the aceldcnt. 

, During exploratory surgery, doc- 
tors discovered severe • inlcrnol 
bleeding that they were unable to 
stem. Patel said, adding that the 
aorta and the large vein leading to 
the heart were both torn. About I'.^r 
-hours into the operation. Baldrlge's 
heart stopped and efforts to restart 
It through heart massage failed. 

“He bled to death from the 
massive Injuries and from the lack of 
coagulation lof his blood)," said 
chief surgeon Dr, 'Ronald LaPorla.

"The nation has suffered a great 
loss with the tragic and untimely 
death of Sccrcliiry Malcolm 
Baldridge." President Reagan said 
In a statement read by Lcslyc Arshl, 
While House deputy press secretary, 

"Under his stewardship. . the 
Department of Commerce played a 
key role In the rebirth of our coun- 
try's pro.sperlly and all of u.s owe a 
great debt to 'Mac' Baldrige." the 
pre.sidentsaid. 

Baldrige was' .attempting 'to rope 
an animal when his horse reared and 
both fell backward, with the horse 
failing on the commerce secretary 
••full force." said .sheriff's Sgl. Larry 
Aulich. He had said he understood 


the animal was a calf but witnesses 
said it was a steer. 

Dr. Bert D. Johnson, a Stanford 
University gynecologist who arrived 
at the ranch just after the accident, 
said he and volunteer firefighters 
ndmlnfstcrcd cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation for about four minutes 
when Baldrlge's heart started 
boating again nnd he. began 
breathing. He was then taken to the 
hospital. 

Baldrige, a former steer roping 
champion, rode Friday In competi- 
tion and was to ride Saturday night 
•at the Contra Costa County Fair. 
Falr“officlals "planned to lead' a 
riderless black horse around the 
arena with Baldrlge's boots and 
spurs in the traditional cowboy 
salute to the dead. 

When the accident occurred, about 


35 horseman were practicing team 
^teer roping before a barbecue, ac- 
cording to witness Bert Krclllow. 
Baldrige was offered a vodka and 
orange juice, took two sips, and then 
"threw the rest away" about 20 
minutes before the accident, he said. 

Though in his GUs, Baldrige com- 
peted In about three professional 
rodeos a year and often participated 
In Sunday roping competitions.

TWIN FALLS — Niagara Springs 
is the site of sound and cool fu^ 
that may end up signifying quite a 
bit to the people and the state of 
Idaho. 

Whore five small springs meet 
tho light of day, the roar of rushing 
water through the rocks drowns out 
any attempts at conversation. 

Wntci' bursts through the basalt 
flows in a white froth at the rate of 
264 cubic feet per second. It charges 
down the mountain, cascading 
through a carpet of ferns on its 
half-mile route to the mighty Snake 
River. 

A short boardwalk has been built 
that takes those interested from a 
dusty road into o ddnse jungle un- 
der a huge, overarching tree where 
the mist mingles with the shade 
nnd right to the headwaters in just 
a few steps. 

So strong, and swift and sure is 
the water that it appears nothing 
could ever got in its way. 

Several feet below the 
headwaters, however, where the 
white rush turns icy blue, a con-

water wo’uW no logger spill over one 
last falls and disperse into a pool of 
leal. 

Instead of Ilowing post the 
Smokoy Pugmirc Memorial Park, 
where people bring their fishing 
poles and their picnic baskets and 
their children to romp and piny, the 
water would be channeled through 
n steclhcud fish hatchery owned by 
Idaho Power Company and oper-. 
ated by the Idaho Department of 
Fish and Game. 

From there, tho water would go to 
another fish hatchery, a commer- 
cial trout hatchery, owned by Earl 
Hardy, a man witK more than 1.625 
efs of water to his name, all to raise 
fish. 

Hardy has a license for 130.3 cfs 
at Niagara Springs to raise fish at 
his Rim 'View Hatchery. Idaho 
Power has a license for 132 cfs to 
raise sleelhcad at its Niagara

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Pence performance 
is central jury issue 

This week’s quashing of 21 drug indictments is- 
sued by Twin Falls first grand jury has revealed 
bumbling on several fronts, but there may be a • 
blessing in this unfortunate waste of time and 
money. 

Because of revelations surrounding the grand 
jury process, Twin Falls County will be getting 
proper-juries for the first time in about a decade. 

For ten years the county, at taxpayer's expense, 
has been using improper jury selection 
procedures. 

The responsibility for this fiasco lies in several 
quarters, but the most extensive blame lies with 
County^Cler^k Richard Fenced ^ 

It is the county clerk who, by state law, is re- 
quired to put together’an accurate jury list with 
the help of a designated jury commissioner; it is 
Pence, the county clerk, who in this instance who 
failed to do so. 

Others share responsibility. Fifth District 
judges, who'should have been more watchful, as- 
sumed Pence was doing what the law required. 
Given Pence’s track record in other areas, they 
should have exercised more care. 

On the other end, Pence’s manner of handling 
and getting along with people have made an en- 
tire courthouse, including his own deputy clerks, 
leery of dealing with him. 

To avoid a confrontation, says former chief dep- 
uty Cleo Robinson, she tried to keep up with an in- 
creasing workload without adequate help. 

Pence apparently took little interest. He has 
spent an enormous amount of time and money out 
of the' office, going to an endless stream of 
conferences, when it looks like he should have 
been at the office, minding the shop. 

The result of this neglect .-was a jury pool se- 
'-lection system, for whom Pence is responsible, 
which was allowed to.drift. Without monitoring, 
without staffing, without good communication be- 
tween Pence and those around him, it fell apart. 
'Hie wonder is not that this happened, but that it 
didn’t happen sooner. 

The bottom, line is that no one wanted to cause 
a fuss over Pence and his performance in office. 
That is why the county is paying the price today, 
and why justice has not been served. 

Indeed, it’s not an exaggeration to say that im- 
proper juries are a miscarriage of justice. The loss 
of 21 drug indictments', many for relatively minor ’ 
offenses, is a small price to pay for the county to 
once again begin offering a fair and legal court 
system. 

The county commissioners, county clerk, county 
prosecutor, and judges are all partly responsible 
for allowing the jury-selection procedures to dete- 
riorate into slipshod illegalities. Despite differing 
authorities, any one of these elected officials 
could have taken a more active role. 

Pence’s explanation follows his past behavior, 
in which he blames others for problems. In this , 
instance, he says he thought the judges would tell 
him if they thought there was a problem in jury 
selection. 

Apparently, he had not bothered to review, at 
any point, a clear state statute on the subject. 

^ Where does the'eounty go from here? 

Pence has repeatedly demonstrated his lack of 
competence. He should resigni But, approaching 
retirement age and its pension availability, he 
probably will not, at least until he becomes eligi- 
ble for a taxpayer-paid pension. 

State law makes a recall of Pence nearly 
impossible. Malfeasance by a public official is 
grounds for a recall, but simple incompetence is 
not. 

This is’ an area in which state law might be 
. changed, as some legislators, who are privately 
fed up with Pence, acknowledge. 

So, the county is stuck with an elected public^ 
official, perhaps until the next election, more 
than three years from now. 

' In the meantime, other county officials and re- 
sponsible parties wifi have to develop ways to get 
their jobs done, and (Jone co^ectly, despite Pence.- 

' The judges have already acknowledged^ much 
in hiring an outside jury commissioner ai4d'’in set- 
ting up a parallel filing system for somet^iurt rec- 
ords on impending water rights cases. ? 

If Pence’s office were running as it should, 
some of this would not be necessary, nor would ^e 
taxpayers have to bear the costs. ' \ 

But that is not the case in Twin Falls County.

• Session's predecessor, William 
W.cbster,, succeeded In maintaining 
cxccll^l relations with Congress 
and iri’ building a reputation for per- 
sonal integrity that reflected on the 
bureau and Us 9, too special agents. 

But Webster's recent confirmation' 
hearings to become CIA director 
brought to light embarrassing 
disclosures about the FBI's In- 
volvement with fired National Secu- 
rity Council aide Oliver North. 

,For example, North acknowledged 
two years ago to an FBI agent that 
he was invorved In directing private 
' fund-raising operations for the Con- 
tras fighting the leftist government 
of Nlcoraguo and that he was f^fo^ 
ming President Reagan of his ef- 
forts. 

But a telctypcd summary of the 
agent’s Interview never Inadc it to 
FBI headquarters a few miles away

because It was garbled and was 
never retransmitted. 

North dealt frequently with one of 
Webster’s .ttp’aldes, Oliver Rcvell.

Specter Is a member of the Senate 
Intelligence- Committee. which 
reviewed Webster’s nomination for 
Ihc CIA. and is on the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee, which will review 
the nomination of the new director- 
dcsignaleofthcFBi. 

The senator supported Webster to 
head the CIA, calling him "a guy 
with an extraordinary record,” but 
Specter said that whoever becomes 
new FBI dircetpr "must learn from, 
the mistakes of tho past." 

Webster has said there were "In- 
dividual situations that on examina- 
tion and 20-20 hindsight wc might 
have done differently.” But he in- 


8l6tod-thaUnwi,o of-North^s-altcmpts- 
lo-influcncc FBI investigations hod 
resulted "In any change In our In- 
vestigative patterns." , 

The FBI appears recently to hove 
stepped up Ihc pace ot its interviews 
that have been under way for the 
past few years ot American sup- 
porters of the Sandinlsta governme- 
nt in Nicaragua. 

The FBI defends the inquiries as 
part of Us responsibility to protect 
domestic security or to carry out Its 
foreign counter-intelligence func- 
tion. 

-While the FBI insists the inter- 
views are not being conducted for 
political reasons, Rep. Don Edwards, 
D Calif,, soys they carry the “odor 
of harassment." He plans to hold 
public hearings. A constitutional 
rights group has filed two lawsuits 
against ' the FBI and the U.S. 
Customs Service over what it 
regards as harassment. 

The Carter administration’s 
Justice Department designed 
guidelines to keep Ihc FBI within 
the Constitution In Us investigations 
of individuals and groups repre- 
senting a danger to domestic securi- 
ty. Rc-wrUlcn guidelines issued by 
the Reagan administration gave the 
bureau much more latitude.

Under the former federal judge, 
the liurcau has moved aggressively 
into such sensitive areas as labor 
racketeering, political corruption, 
organized crime and drugs.

Decade-long increase in crime levels predicted 


l.:- WASHINGTON - The FBI’s na- 
tional crime index rose 6 percent 
[last year to the highest point since 
Il98l, the government reported 
Saturday, a development some 
researchers say signals rising crime 
‘ levels for the rest of the decade. 

, . The total number of serious of- 
ftnses reported to police was 13.2 
“million in 1986, with violent crime up 
12 percent from 1985 and property 
.-Gflmc up 6 percent. FBI crime levels 
'•5pve now risen for. two straight 
iycars, with Increases in 1986 in 44 of 
;;tbe 50 states. 


In 1981, the FBI lndex’s_peak ycaj, 
13.4 million crimes were reported. 

There was a 15 percent Jump last 
year in aggravated assaults, which 
rose more than 100,000 to 834,000. 
The number of burglaries and 
larccny-lhcfts was up nearly half a 
million last year, to 10.5 million. 

Some of the Increase can be at- 
tributed to a greater willingness by 
citizens In recent years to report 
crime, but it also may suggest that 
there is more crime overall, revers- 
ing the downward trend lhal began 
six years ago. 

A government survey of 
households earlier this year showed 
that crime generally — whether 


reported to police or not — remained 
relatively stable last year. But the 
survey also showed slight lncreasc.s 
In robberies and burglaries. 

There has been some increase in 
the rale at which people report 
crime to the police, "but that can't 
possibly account for the large and 
widespread increase' In reported 
crime," said Alfred Blumsteln, dean 
of the school of urban and public af- 
fairs at Carnegic-Mcllon University.. 

"We may well be seeing the start 
five ycar.s early of the increase that 
many of us anllclpated would begin 
in the 1990s." added Blumsleln. 

Researchers have predicted that 
crime levels would Increase next de- 


cade as children of the baby-boom 
generation - moved - in — Increasing- 
numbers Into the most crime-prone 
age group ot late teens and early 20s. 

Crime levels are on the rise and 
the criminal Justice system hasn't 
been allocated the resources to deal 
with the problem, said Charles M. 
Fricl, dean of tho college of criminal 
justice and director of the criminal 
Justice center at Sam Houston Stale 
University in Huntsville. Texas. 

Prison overcrowding and early 
release oi violent offenders has led 
to some probation and parole oi- 
ficcr.s being beset with caseloads ot 
300 offenders or more. The resuil, 
said Fricl, is "a breakdown in proper 


supervision" which increasingly 
-"puts— the -public -at - risk. - The 
policy-makers have to come to grips 
with this, problem, and they' 
haven't." 

According to the FBI's new 
figures, more than tr third of all 
scrlou.s offenses reported to police 
wore committed in the South last 
year, where crime levels moved up a 
suhslanlial 10. i percenf-from 198.5. 

Crime was up 2.6 percent in the 
Northeast, 4 percent in the Midwest 
and f).li percent In the West. 

Crime was up 6 percent in subur- 
ban counties, 4 percent In rural 
counties and 7 percent in the cities.

BOISE — Since immigration ofTiccs opened 
May 5, more than 1,750 aliens in the state have 
received temporary-resident cards under the 
. new imnflgrntion law. 

Tho number of cards issued by tlio two U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service lego!* 
ization ofTices in Idaho is about what was 
expected, said INS District Director Marvin 
Mohrman of Helena, Mont.

In fact, the INS legalization office »n Idaho 
Falla is the second busiest office of its size in 
tho northern United States, said .Mohrmon. 
Since the office opened, it hos issued more than 
1,000 tcmpornry-rcsidcnt curds to former ille- 
gal aliens. 

The work at the Idaho Foils office »s such 
that two additional staff members from the 
Helena district office were sent tberc, ho said.

Aliens seeking legal residency status under 
the Legalization or Special Agricultural 


Worker Programe of thc-Immigmtion Reform ■ 
ond Control Act of 1986 arc eUJi assured one- 
day processing of their applications, if they 
eomc prepared with the right documents, he 
said. 

When applicants arrive at INS legalization 
offices wim all the required documentation 
and completed forms, they are interviewed and 
given a card on the spot. Mohrmon soid.' 

In Idaho, more aliens arc now seeking status 
under the SAW program than legalization, he 
said. 

_Thc progroms arc basically the same, but the 

SAW docs have odvantogcB, Mohrman said. 
SAW workers, for example, arc allowed to 
Icovc the country after they receive their cnrils. 

The requirements for eligibility arc also less 
stringent for the SAW program than 
legalization. 

Aliens eligible for Icgalizotion must have re- 
sided in the U.S. since before Jan. 1. 1982 ond 
provide documentation of continuous 
residency. 

In the SAW proprom, aliens who hove 
worked in American agriculture for at least 90 
days between May 1986 ond May 1986 or in 
each of the ycors for the post three years arc 
. eligible. The INS begon accepting applications 


• for the SAW- program in June. 

Mohrman rcpoyied that more olicns residing 
in Idaho hove been applying directly to the INS 
than through Qualified Designated Entities, or 
INS-rccognizcd groups helping aliens in the 
pre-application process. 

Nationwide only obout 10 percent of the ap- 
plications orrive through QDEs, he said. In 
Idaho, the percentage was higher, although ho 
did not have exact percentage. 

The QDEs were supposed to act as buffers be- 
tween the illegal aliens and the INS, which 
only months before wore arresting ond de-. 
porting them. 

During the few months that tho now immi- 
gration programs have^bcon in plocc, the INS 
has generally found. that QDEs have been both 
a help and hindcrancc. 

"Some started off not doing a particularly . 
good job." Mohrmon said. But he declined to 
identify them. 

The QDEs^e up now to speed with help and 
training fronfthc iNS, he said.

Markets 
to stock 
Craters 
water

TWIN FALLS - Craters of the 
Moon water, naturally laced with 
30 or more Corey minerals, will 
soon'bc available to local residents. 

Albertson’s Food Centers nil over 
Idaho will begin stocking the prod- 
uct by early this week, said Spence 
Ellsworth, president of the mineral 
wotcr corporation. 

It also looks jproboblc that the 
Twin Foils Shopfto will bo carrying 
the product as soon ns this week if 
- final approval is granted, Ellsworth 
said. 

The mineral water comes bub- 
i bling out of underground springs in 
Corey on Maurice Ellsworth’s 
ranch. The farmer, Spence’s father, 
originally purchased tho land to use 
the wotcr for heating. Ellsworth 
said. 

The water flows out dt a rate of 
90 gallons a minute and nt a tem- 
perature of 130 degreoB. Maurice 
used the water to Rent his house 
and for culinary purposes, his eon 
said. 

When the rancher’s cold-water 
well ran dry, he started bottling the 
water and cooling it . in his 
refrigerator. After tasting the 
wotcr, and liking it, his family 
came up with the idco of selling the 
, product, 

.*Tho family was drinking it and 
they gave it to friends who really 
liked it. Then they thought ‘Wo 
should market this,’" the younger 
Ellsworth said. They named it Tor - 
the notional monument 20 miles 
from the Ellsworth ranch. 

Maurice and his two sons share 
equal control of the corporation. 

• Tne family currently bottles tho 
water, ivitR no added chemicals or 
flavoring, from a modified kitchen 
tap. 

“We’ll develop a custom bottling 
system when tne demand rcochca 
thot level," he said. 

One-gallon jugs and two-litcr bot- 
tles arc available. In the future, the 
Ellsworths hope to offer 16-ouncc 
plastic bottles and 10-ounco glass 
bottles. ’The water will sell in retail 
stores for $1.79 per gbUon. 

The water was nvuilublo in Twin 
Foils at one time in Swenson’s 
Market. Ellsworth said, but tho 
store hasn't asked for another 
shipment. 

The water is "very competitive, 
with other mineral water, on the 
market, not only in price, but olso 
in taste. Ellsworth said. 

“There arc so many waters. com- . 

„ ing on linc< Bottled mineral water is 
' first or second in the industry and 
__wine coolers arc the only thing 
"ahead of us, When I think we might— 
notbe growing as fust ns we could, I 
just remember tho quality of our 
product. We’re very confident in our 
product.” he said. 

"People drink it for whut it docs 
for them'. They tell us we should 
.call it the 'Fountain of Youth,"’ he 
said. 

The size of the shipment depends 
on what stores think they can sell, 
he said. ShopKo in Twin Foils' has 
asked for 30-35 coses and Ellsworth ^ 
will negotiate the size of the Al- 
bertson's order during, a visit this 
Friday. 

The ShopKo in Boise is also 
considering stocking the water and 
the Idaho Falls branch of the store 
is already selling it, he said. 

The Ellswortns arc trying to es- 
tablish a market for their product 
in Idaho, even though it is not 
considered a prime locution to sell 
bottled water, Ellsworth said. 

■Tb have a good market, you need 
three things: u large population, a 
hot climate and bod water. .Idaho 
doesn’t fit those categories, but 
we’ll Sturt here to get a feel for the 
J market,” he said.

Draft AIDS carrier 
must warn partners 


TUCSON. Arlz. (AP) - Pima 
County's health director is draf- 
ting an order lo bar a man in- 
fected with AIDS from having sex 
wUhoul first warning his part- 
ners, countv officials said Friday. 


Charles Pyle, a deputy county 
attorney representing the health 
.dcparlmcnl. said he will review 
the draft of the ccase-and-destsl 
_ordcr._Monday_ wiih_ the_ health 
director, Dr.'PatricIa Nolan. 

Pyle said the order, which he 
believes will be the first in the 
state, is to be Issued because the 
man has not followed counseling 
about safe sexual and drug prac- 
tices in the wake of his having 
been tested positive for presence 
in his blood of an antibody to the 
virus that causes AIDS. 

Pyle said it "should be em- 
phasized that the reason for the 
order is not because" of testing 
'positive, "but because of the con- 
cern that his behavior has not 
responded lo counseling." 

"It is obviously something far 
beyond positive tesUng” for the 
antibody. "The behavior of the 
person has not and will not be 
' responding to counseling so far, 
and hopefully will In the future."

"The order also will Indicate 
that (sex) partners arc lo be 
warned" beforehand that the 
man carries the AIDS virus, and 
will require a monthly counseling 
session with health department 
pcrsonncl.hcaddcd.. 

The order also coiild ban the 
man from donating blood, tlssue- 
or organs and from sharing drug 
needles. 

Pyle said ccasc-and-dcslsl 
orders arc commonly Issued on a 
wide range of health concerns, 
but that such an order would be 
the state's first lo Involve a car- 
rier of the virus causing acquired 
Immune deficiency syndrome. 

"It’s a situation that we've 
been ruminating over for two 
weeks." he said. 


Officials declined to identify 
the Individual or give his age or 
any other details. 


The AIDS disease destroys the 
body's ability to stave off Infec- 
tions. leading ultimately to death 
from related complications. 


Pyle _and coun^ epidemiologist 


Bruce Porter said such orders fall 
within the health director’s 
authority and do not require 
court approval. 

Pyle said the thrust of the 
order would be to require the man 
not to engage In dangerous sexual 
and drug practices. That will in- 
clude' no unprotcclcd sex and no 


Ms. Nolan said if the man 
refused to comply with the order 
she would seek to have him plac- 
ed in quarantine. An ad- 
ministrative hearing would be 
conducted first, she said. 


She also said there would not be 
indiscriminate Issuing of such 
orders to people Infected with 
AIDS, but that they could be 
given in situations where infected 
people endanger others.

Four Cuban agents said Friday 
during an unusual news conference 
that they posed as CIA operatives 
until recently. 

They said the agency continually 
expressed Interest in learning 
details. of Castro’s movements and 
his personal life ' In hopes of 
a.ssasslnatlng him. 

None of the Cubans said they 
received a direct order to make an 
aliempl on Castro’s life. 

The news conference was held for 
reporters-who-have galhe'red-hero- 
for Castro's annual speech marking 
the start of Cuba's revolution In 
1933. Castro wilt deliver the speech 
Sunday night in nearby Arlcmlsa. 

Castro seized power Jan. 1. I9S9, 
ousting former dictator Fulgcncio 
Batista. 

The agents said the Cuban gov-

It had reason to believe their cover 
had been blown. 

They said mosi of the alleged ap- 
proaches by CIA operatives occurred 
after President Reagan signed nn 
executive order in 1981 prohibiting 
the CIA from engaging either direct- 
ly or indirectly in the assassinations 
of foreign leaders. 

The CIA has Insisted repeatedly - 
that It has adhered to the presiden- 
tial order. 

Allegations of CIA attempts on 
Castro’s life were frequent during 
the 1960s and early 1970s but virtual- 
ly ended alter a U.S. Senate in- 
vestigation In 1975 uncovered eight 
alleged CIA-sponsored assassination 
attempts against Castro.

began July 6 when the first of a 
•series of half-hour documentaries 
was. broadcast on CIA activities in 
Cuba. 

According to that documentary, 38 
of the 69 U.S. diplomats assigned to 
the U.S. diplomatic mission in 
Havana since 1977 were CIA opera- 
tives.

Draft: AIDS carrier 
must warn partners 


TUCSON, Arlz, (AP) - Plmn 
County’s health director is draf- 
ting an order to bar a man In- 
fected with AIDS from having sex 
without first warning his part- 
ners. countv officials said Friday. 

Charles Pyle, a deputy county 
attorney representing the health 
department, said he will review 
the draft of the ccasc-and-deslst 
order Monday - with the health 
..dlrcclor,.Dr..Patrlcla Nolan 

Pyle said Ihc order, which he 
believes will bc the first in the 
state, Is'to bc issued because the 
man has not followed counseling 
about safe sexual and drug prac- 
tices in the wake of his having 
been tested positive for presence 
In his blood of an antibody to the 
virus that causes AIDS. 

Pyle said It "should he em- 
phasized that the reason for the 
order is not because" of testing 
positive, "but because of the con- 
cern that his bchavjor has not 
responded to counseling." 

"It Is obviously something far 
beyond positive testing"' for the 
'antibody, "The behavior of the 
person has. not and will not bc 
responding to counseling so far. 
and hopefully will in Ihc future." 

Pyle and county epidemiologist 
Qrucc Porter said such orders fall 
within — the— health director’s 

authority and do not require 
court approval. 

Pyle said the thrust of the 
order would be to require the man 
not to engage In dangcrous.scxual 
and drug practices. That will in- 
clude no unprotected sex and no 


sharing of needles (or drug con- 
sumption. 

"The order also will Indicate 
(hat (sex) partners arc to bc 
warned" beforehand (hat the 
man carries the AIDS virus, and 
will require a monthly counseling 
session with health department 
personnel, he added. 

The~*order also -could ban the 
man from donating blood, tissue 
or organs and' from”sharlng drug 
needles., 

Pyle said ccasc-and-dcslsl 
orders arc commonly Issued on a 
wide range of health concerns, 
but that such an order would bc 
the state's first to Involve a car- 
rier of the virus causing'acqulrcd 
immune deficiency syndrome. 

"U’s a situation that we’ve 
been ruminating over for two 
weeks. "he said. 

Officials declined lo identity 
the Individual or give his age or 
any other details. 

The AIDS disease destroys, the 
body’s ability to stave 'oft Infec- 
tions. .leading ultimately to death 
from related complication^, 

Ms. Nolan said It the man 
refused lo comply with the order 
she..would seek to have him plac- 
ed In quarantine. An ad- 
ministralivc hearing would bc 
conducted first, she said. 

She also said there would not bc 
Indiscriminate Issuing of such 
orders to people infected with 
AIDS, but that they could bc 
given in situations where Infected 
people endanger others.

About 100,000 people, half of the 
Crimean Tatar population, died dur- 
ing the deportation, according to 
Tatar activists.

W. German missiles block historic accord 


FRANKl'tJRT, West Germany 
lAP) — Wc.sl Germany’s old-model 
Pershing lA missiles have become a 
major obstacle to a historic super- 
power missile accord, but gov- 
ernment officials have left a slight 
opening to resolve the impasse. 

Moscow Insists on the elimination 
of the 72 West German missiles with 
U.S. -operated nuclear warheads, 
under a. glolial plan announced Wed- 
nesday by Soviet leader Mikhail S, 
Corliachev. 

The West German Defense 


Ministry salt! Saturday the missiles 
must slay, no matter wha| U.S. and 
Soviet negotiators may agree on in 
Geneva. 

But the- Bonn government says it 
could back down on the Pershing lA 
rockets if conventional Warsaw Pact 
forces were reduced, lessening the 
threat of an invasion in Western 
Europe. 

At a news conference Friday In 
Bonn! Defense Ministry spokesman 
Hor.sl Prayon, while maintaining the 
need of Pershing lA missiles as a 


deterrent against the threat of 
Soviet conventional forces, indicated 
the problem is solvable. 

Prayon said the Pershing lA 
missiles remain "an option that 
make NATO strategy believable," as 
long as the Soviets have a larger 
number of conventional forces than 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion In central Europe. 

The Soviet-led pact also has more 
conventional weapons, according to 
the document, a copy of which was 
ob.laine'd by The Associated Press.

Rockhounds leave

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Armed on- 
ly with microscopes, crlme-flghllng , 
geologists have helped convict a kid- 
napper. locale a stolen Cadillac and 
send a killer to death row, and they 
say their rock-solid methods should 
he used by more police. 

Many departments don't make use 
of "forensic geology" to solve 
crimes, which Is a pity because 
"there are cases that couh) bt*ncfll 
from It If law enforcement knew It 
was an option," says geologist John 
S. Rapp; who detailed such cases in 
July's Issue ,of California Geology 
-magazine. 

"1 (ion)l think geological evidence 
will play a role in many cases, but 
when it docs, it’s higlily convincing," 
.sold Ruth Saavedra, a deputy 
California attorney general fighting 
the appeal of twlcc-convIctcd 
murderer Gerald Frank Stanley. 

Stanley, now 42, hud served four 
yenrs ln-prlson for the l'J75 second- 
dcgrcc.murdcr of his secomrwife and 
was suspected in the still-unsolved 
disappearance of his third wife when 
he was convicted of the Aug. ll. 1980, 
tlrst-dcgrcc murder of his fourth 
wife in I^akc Coiinly, northwest of 
Sacramento. 

During the penalty phase of that 
trial, Rapp testified microscopic ex- 
amination of pchbles found on the 
floor of Stanley's car showed (hey 
matched gravel used to hury 
another murder victim, 19-year-old 
Renee Wright, near an oil well in 
neighboring Colusa County. 

White Stanley never was charged 
with Wright's slaying, Saavedra 
said, ,"Thc tic-ln with. the murder of 
Renee Wright, which was in great 
part attributable to the geological 
evidence, pul (he lock on the box." 

"I t wa s the most 'Perry Mat ' 


evidence I've ever seen in a case of 
this importance," she added. 

Stanley is now on San Quentin'^ 
death row for murdering hi.s fourth 
:wife.; 

, Rapp, a senior geologist and 
publications officer for California's 
Division of Mines and Geology, 
discussed other cases described in 
the article in a recent Iclcplionc in- 
terview from Sacramento. 

After Hie 1987 kidnap'ping of 10- 
year-old Kenneth Young, the son of a 
Los Angeles savings and loan presl- . 
dent, dlatomaceous soil was found in 
the kidnai:^cr's ahaniioned car. 

Tlie soil is iiKidc of .skeletal re- 
mains of niicroorganlsnus called 
diatoms. and stale geologists- 
determined the dialomaccous soil in 
the car contained an odd mix of 
fresliwater and saltwater diatoms. 

The discovery helped convict 
Ronald Lee .Miller by linking him to 
•a quarry where the hoy liad hcen 
held captive and where the same odd 
mix was found. Rapp said. 

Tlie geologist also cited the 19.58 '• 
ease of Hie Ciidillae stolen in Burl- 
ingame by lw.o_y.ouths ,wlK)..drove. In 
Monterey, got lo.sl on imnfnlain 
roads^.ran oul.of.gas, abandoned.lhe— 
car, then liilclihiked home to Burl- 
ingamc. wliere police picked them 


up.

Rapp linked the 
wlfc-killcr and Hie Wright killing by 
showing the. gravel from Stanley's 
car and the oil well didn't occur nat- 
urally In Colusa County but came 
from Bakersfield, and ihe-only load 
ever hauled, north of Sacramento 
was pul around Hie oil well. 

Rapp said he doesn't feel like a 
hero for his occasional crime- 
fighting role. '

BR00K5VILLE. Fla.; - A 17-

Between Contra, 
Chernobyl probes 

MOSCOW (AP) — Democracy may 
be nothing more than "a kind of the- 
atrical play" if events such as the 
Iran-Contra scandal cannot be 
prevented, a Soviet editor wrote 
recently In his first column in an 
American newspaper. 

Yegor Yakovlev, editor-ln-chlef of 
the Soviet weekly Moscow News, 
wrote that the televised hearings 
arc similar to the Investigation of 
the disastrous nuclear -power plant 
accident at Chernobyl In his country, 
In that both probe events neither 
country was able to prevent. 

Yakovlev wrote a column in the 
Moscow Idahonian newspaper as 
part of a two-week visit to the Unit- 
ed States. Idahonian reporter Vera 
White is in the Soviet Union as part 
.of a journalist exchange program. 

'There are many differences be- 
tween the Soviet and American 
press, but there arc also principles 
shared by journalists in both coun- 
tries, he said, 

"The democratic posstbililcs of 
’glasnost,’ which arc characteristic 
for many American newspapers, arc 
very Important for me.” Yakovlev 
wrote. 

"For example, every day I see on 
the TV screens the sweating face 
and insecure eyes of Ll. Col. Oliver 
. North. I think It’s great that ajl the 
secret mechanisms of “Irangale" 
•are' going to be know: by the 
American public," Yakovlev wrote. 
’’But Isn’t democracy, a kind of the- 
atrical play If It only can investigate 
something that has already happen- 
ed and can't prevent it from happen- 
'“Ing? ' 

’’This question is important to us. 

- too. Currently, there is a trial In 
Chernobyl (foreign correspondcnls 
are there) where the people who are 
to blame for the tragedy are to be 
judged. We .couldn’t prevent this 
disaster, either,” he wrote. 

■ Yakovlev, 57. said the principles of 
social justice "arc developing quick- 
ly and Irreversibly” because, of his 
government's policy of “glasnost,” 
oropenness. 

He chided those who say his 
publication ts allowed to report more 
critically on Soviet life because It Is 
written mainly for foreign consump- 
tion, "There are many stories on Its 
pages that criticize the negative 
aspects of Soviet life now," he 
. wrote. "The truth is that 25 percent 
■of thc’circulatlon, or 250,000 copies, 

■ Is distributed inside the USSR. 

;• xpor us the Soviet edition is very 
. important. The readers In the USSR 
ore in a sense controlling us. They 
don't want us to write -"only about 
the best aspects of the Soviet life (if 
anybody thinks there arc no such 
“aspects, it's up to him). They want 
usto write only truth. ’-t 

Trying to debate which country’s 
press Is better, "that (or one a 
freedom Is unthinkable and for the 
other it's taken for granted. Is 
nonsense," Yakovlev wrote. 

- "It can be compared with a quar- 
rel between two boys trying to prove 
that one of them can spit a longer 
distance,” he concluded. 

Accompanying the Soviet journal- 
ist’s front page column, Idahonian 
Editor and Publisher Jay Shcllcdy 
wrote an editorial, headlined ih the 
Cyrillic alphabet, that translated "A

Yakovlev.”

Playboy philosophy fades

TWIN FALLS — When asked recently about the

Downtown merchants move to fill gap

TWIN FALLS — The departure 
of The Bon from its downtown 
homo of four decodes will be felt in 
downtown cash registers. However, 
merchants also arc moving to fill 
both the merchandising gap and a 
physical gap left by the vacant 
building. 

“It is important," says Sue Ann 
Jones, cooroinntor of the Twin Foils 
Business Improvement District rep- 
resenting downtown interests. “For 
one thing, they obviously were a 
large store and they generated a lot 
of traffic." 

The Don building also combines 
with other vacant stores across 


Main Avenue lending to isolate re- 
tail shops at the southeast end of 
the open-air mull. The J-C. Penney 
store moved to the Magic Valley 
Mall lust fall and the ID store 
closed lust year. 

"The stores that arc, past those 
three stores at the veiy*.on<l of the 
mull area will not realize the bene- 
fits of the traffic that was created 
by it (The Bon)." she said. 

The BID is centering many of ita. 
promotional events at the fountain 
at ^-concl Avc. to attract more shop- 
ping altention. -Jones said. 

Bovond that, though, filling the 
buildings with new tenants ha.s be- 
come the top priority-of the down- 
town organization. 

The Bon still holds 'a lease fur its 


building until mid-1989, but Bon of- 
ficials said that Price Development 
Co. of Suit Lake City - owners of 
the Magic Volley Mall uhd the J.C. 
Penney store — arc to take ovcF 
management of the building os part 
of the move. 

“I think the big hurdle is getting 
over the first occupancy in the first 
building," Jones says. 

Although the loss of The Bon will 
not hurt downtown in some mcr- 
chondising ureas where competitors 
have been in business, it docs take 
the lust full-line depariment store 
oITthc main moll. 

The BID now will focus on Scars 
Roebuck St Co, on the fur western 
end of the downtown os the depart- 
ment store for the retail district. 


However, the opening of itho 
Magic Valley Mull last fall had ' fur 
fewer effects on downtown retailing 
than many store owners expected. 
One reason is a “cuptivc" group of 
downtown workers who tend, to 
shop the urea during working hours 
and after work. 

That oimcricncc suggests thot the 
closing otTho Don downtown will 
take a lesser loll in cash registers 
than merchants now fear. 

“I do not think it is going to be ns 
bad OB everyone expects, Jones said, 
“Wc still have very viuble busi- 
nesses in thot area." 

“What wc want to. put ocross is 
the ideu thut it is not going to shut 
down the downtown."

Other factors arc the lower 
value of the dollar, which makes 
our products less expensive 
abroad, and higher petroleum 


prices, which improve the buying 
power of oil-producing nations, he 
said. 

Stolte also said some nations 
like Egypt apd Turkey arc Improv- 
ing their economics and spending 
more moneyon food. 

At the same time. Stoitc said 
U.S. farmers arc, reducing their 
production, which will help gel rid 
of the huge grain surplus that has 
depressed farm prices, said Slolle. 

_ Slolle praised a re cent proposal^ 
by ' the Reagan adminislratlun 
that all nations end all export and 
Internal subsidies on grain sales 
and production and open their 
doors to free world trade. 

He saidihat was “a daring first’’ 
step toward a more rational 
trading system for agricultural 
commodities." but he cautioned 
against the United States 
unllalcrally dropping Its farm sub- 
sidies.

WASHINGTON - The US. 
economy grew at a moderate 2.6 
percent annual rale. In the spring, 
bolstered by a shrinking foreign 
trade deficit and faster consumer 
and business spending, the gov- 
ernment reported Friday. 

The Commerce Department said 
the performance of the gross na- 
tional product, the broadest 
measure of economic health, was 
-dowirlromTltt-perccnt-Tatc-of-tn-- 
crease in the first three months of 
the year. 

But It was still up substantially 
from what many economists had 
been expecting and prompted some 
analysis to boost their growUi ex- 
pectations for the rest of 1967. 

The Ilcugan administation hailed 
the economy's spring performance 
as proof that the current recovery, 
now in its fifth year. Is showing 
renewed signs of vigor. 

Commerce Secretary Malcolm 
Baldrige said the pace of- activity 
during the first six months of 1987, 
when (he economy expanded at a 3.5 
percent rate, made him confident 
that the -administration’s growth 


target for-lhe entire year will be 
reached . . . . . 

“Nothing is ever in Ihc bag, but I 
feel confident wc can do that," he 
said, referring to the administra- 
tion's prediction of 3.1 percent 
growth this year, up from the 2.9 
percent growth in 1986. 

The administralion Is counting on 
a turn-around in the country's huge 
trade deficit to supply much of the 
momentum for higher growth. The 
trade Imbalance shrank In the 
April-Junc quarter at a rate of $7.4 
-billion.-Il-was-llie-thlrd- consecutive- 
quarterly Improvement in the trade 
figures, something that, has not oc- 
curred since mid-1980. 

The higher economic growth is be- 
ing accompanied by a pickup in in- 
flation. A GNP price measure rose 
.at an annual rale of 4.3 pcrccnloin 
the second quarter, compared with a 
2.7 percent increase for alt of 1986. 
Higher energy and food costs were 
blamed for the price increases." 

Before release of the 2,6 percent 
GNP growth figure, many private 
analysis believed that a big drop In 
ibusincs.s inventories would cut 
growth to perhaps 1 percent or lower 
In the second quarter. The inventory 
decline did occur, but other sectors 


picked up the slack. 

"The second-quarter GNP 
numbers show that the economy Is 
stronger and remarkably healthier 
than generally thought," said Jerry 
Jaslnowski. chief economist for the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers. 

“This is a very positive report 
-which shows a much brighter picture— 
of the economy than k had an- 
ticipated." said Michael Evans, 
head of a Washington consulting 
firm. / 

- — Evans, who had been ^forecasting 
the economy would expand at a 
lackluster 1 percent annual rate In 
the second half of the year, said he 
was boosting that estimate to 2.5 
percent based on the new informa- 
tion. 

Not all forecasters saw reason for 
cheer in the new figures. 

Lawrence Chimcrlne, president of 
.Wharton Econometrics of Bala Cyn- 
wyd. Pa., said he was concerned that 
the need for further reductions in 
buslncss'lnvcnlorlcs, particularly In 
autos, would depress growth In the 
second half of 1987. 

“We arc in a slow-growth mode 
and there is nothing in the numbers

Downtown merchants move to fill gap

TWIN FALLS - The departure 
of The Don from its downtown 
home of four decades will be felt in 
downtown cash registers. However, 
merchants also ore moving to fill 
both the merchandising gap and o 
physical gap left by the. vacant 
building. 

'It is important." soys Sue Ann 
Jones, coordinator of the Twin Falls 
Business Improvement District rep- 
resenting downtown interests. “For 
one thing, they obviously were o 
large store and they gcncrotcd a lot 
of traffic." 

The Bon building also combines 
with other vacant stores across 


Main Avenue tending to isolate re- 
tail shops lit the southeast end of 
the open-air mall. The J.C. Penney 
store moved to the Magic Valley 
Mall last fall and the ID store 
closed lost year. 

*Thc' stores that are past those 
three stores at the vciy of the 
moll area will not realize the bene- 
fits of the traffic that was created 
by it (The Bon)." she said. 

The BID is centering many of its 
promotional events at the fountain 
at Second Ave.. to atlrncl more shop- 
ping ottention.

The Comin'ercc Department said 
the performance, of the gross na- 
' tional- product. the broadest 
measure of economic health, was 
I down from a 4.4 percent rale of in- 
: crease in the first three months of 
; the year. 

But It was still up .substantially 
from what many economists had 
been expecting and prompted some 
analysts to boost their growth ex- 
pectations for the rc^t of 1987. 

The Reagan ‘admlnlstation hailed 
the economy's spring, performance 
as proof that the current recovery. 

' now In Us fifth year, is' showing 
renewed signs of vigor. 

Commerce Secretary .Malcolm 
Baldrige shid the pace of activity 
during the first six months of 1987, 
when the economy expanded at a 3.5 
percent rate, made' him confident 
that the administration's growth 


target lor the entire year will be 
reached. 

- “Nothing Is ever In the bag, but 1 
feel confident we can do that," he 
said, referring lo the administra- 
tion’s prcdlctlort of 3.1 percent 
growth this year, up from the 2.9 
percent growth In 198G. 

—Thc-admlnlslratlon-ls counting-on 
a turn-around In the country’s huge 
trade deficit lo supply much of the 
momentum for higher groxi/lh. The 
trade Imbalance shrank In the 
Aprll-Junc quarter at, a rale ol $7.4 
billion. It was the third consecutive 
quarterly Improvement in the trade 
figures, something that has not oc- 
curred since mld-1980. 

The higher economic growth is be- 
ing accompanied by a pickup in In- 
flation. A GNP price measure rose 
at an annual rate of, 4.3 pcrccntoln 
the second quarter, compared with a 
2.7 percent Increase for all of 1986. 
Higher energy and food costs were 
blamed for the price Increases. 

Before release of the 2.G percent 
GNP growth figure, many private 
analysts believed that a big drop In 
business Inventories would cut 
growth to perhaps 1 percent or lower 
In the second quarter. The Inventory 
decline did occur, but other sectors 


picked up the slack. ' 

"The second-quarter ■ GNP 

mimt'OTs show that the economy Is 
stronger and remarkably healthier 
than generally thought," sai{l Jerry 
Jasinowski, .chief economist for the 
National Association of Manufactur- 

-.-"Thls Ls a -very -positive- report 
which shows a much brighter picture 
of the economy than P had! an- 
ticipated,” said Michael Evans, 
head of a Washington consulting 
firm. .» 

Evans, who had been forecasting 
the economy would expand pt a 
lackluster 1 percent annual rate in 
the second half of the year, said he 
was boosting that estimate to 2,5 
percent based on the new Informa- 
tion. 

Not all forecasters saw reason for 
cheer in the new figures. 

Lawrence Chlmerine, president of 
Wharton Econometrics of Bala Cyn- 
wyd. Pa,, said he was concerned that 
the need for further reductions In 
business inventories, particularly in- 
autos; would-deprcss growth”ltl the 
second half of 1987.

The workers will join to, 000 others 
at GM who already arc on indclinllc 
layoff.' The production cuts ore the 
latest in n string th.!! began last 
year, when GM Chairman Roger

sales with acro.ss-thc-board buyer 
Incentives. 

"It's not something that we can 
control. Certainly It's our hope that 
market demand (for the cars) will 
strengthen. The overall sales picture 
has sultened In recent months," said 
GM spokesman Jim Smidebush. 

In the biggest cut. CM will 
eliminate one of iwo-.rshUts at its 
HuicirCily assembly pl-anljn Flint. 
The pl.ani. which recently was 
rebuilt from the ground up out of 
several assembly and body plants, 
uses a highly developed Just-in-llmc' 
Inventory delivery system that has 
been much-touted at GM.

Navajos tearing 
down their barrier 
angainst business

naid private sector investment was 
iliscouraged not by intention, but 
Jhrougli some of the Issues the tribe 
was facing at the time. 

I An example, he said, was the oil 
Jitiorlage of tile lOTos.'Oil companies 
■docked lo the reservation ready to 
Jbegln drilling. The Navajo and other 
Indian tribes quickly instituted 
taxes and other regulatory steps to 
prevent the reservations from being 
Exploited. MacDonald said. 
t "We created barriers lo keep 
lliose energy companies at a 
instance." he said. “Consequently, 
‘tribes have created bureaucracies to 
Islnw down . exploitiiljon attempts. 
JBut It also slowed atlemp'ts~by oilier 
•industries lo locate on the reserva- 
!llon." 

l_"For a long time it appeared tlie 
TTonomic circumstances on the res- 
lervntlon were isolated, but we're 
Jlrylng lo break down this isolation." 
-na'id Al Henderson, chief of business 
land economic devclopmont for the 
INavajos. 

; .MacDonald said during, his 
•previous three terms as chairman, 
■from 1970 lo 19H2, he discouraged 
pjivalc iiiveslmenl.' 
t “It was nut because I didn't

;on our agenda that were more Im* 
• porliinl.“hesald. 

2. “.First, we had to establish 
'ofirsclvcs as ii nation," he said. 
•"Then wc had to conccnlrnlc on 
leducallun and training. Then wc 
jneeded ihc necessary Infrastructure 
j before wc could begin to recruit in- 
Idusiry;" 


.MacDonald was defeated in 1982 by 
Peterson Zah in his bid for re-elec- 
tion as chairman. After four years as 
director of sales for Cataract Inc. In 
Phoenix, Arl7.. MacDonald, an elec- 
trical engineer, said he was ready to 
return to office with new ideas. 

“Having four years off allowed me 
to take a look around and see what 
was happening," MacDonald said, 
"i'm looking at (economic develop- 
ment) from a different perspective 
now,” 

MacDonald, who defeated Zah last 
November, pledged In his inaugura- 
tion speech in January to seek 
economic development through 
cooperation with private enterprise, 
The Navajo Cconmic Summit on 
Saturday in Tohalchi is the first ma- 
jor step in that direction, Mac- 
Uonaidsaid. 

Business leaders will meet with 
Iribai, federal and slate officials to 
-discuss what changes arc needed-to 
attract industry to the reservation. 

Henderson said tribal leaders also 
are trying lo prepare the Navajo 
people for changes. 

"This is new for us add we must be 
sure tile people arc ready lo accept 
it," ho said. “We're actually 
cilucaling people as wc go along." . 

Sen. Pete Domcnlci. R-N.M., said 
he believes the lrlbc’.s new altitude 
toward private investment is great, 

“While they want lo keep' their 
tribal government and tribal condi- 
tions, they're going to create a 
policy to encourage and to entice the 
private sector to the reservation to 
create Jobs," he said. 

For years the tribe had regula- 
tions that inhibited such growth, he 
said. This Is the first lime in IS years 
of working with the Navajos that the 
tribe's leadership has sought to set a 
firm policy on economic develop- 
ment. Domenici said. . 


TOliATCHI. N.M. (AP) - The. 
chalrmaa'bf the nation’s largest In- 
dian tribe says he wants to stir the 
country's entrepreneurial spirit lo 
help bring private Indust^ to what 
he calls America's last' economic 
frontier, the Navajo Reservation. 

“Wc would llko to bflng about 
economic development - that - meets - 
the needs of our people by creating 
jobs,” Chairman Peter MacDonald 
said. “Wc want to mobilize the' great 
minds of America lo help solve this 
problem." 

MacDonald has called a Navajo 
Economic Summit to bring together 
tribal, federal and state officials 
with business leaders to determine 
what needs to be done to make In- 
vestment on the economically 
depressed reservation more attrac- 
tive. 

A daylong scries of meetings will 
be held Saturday at the high school 
in this reservation community In 
northwest New Mexico. A'dinner will 
be held Friday night In Gallup, 
featuring Robert A. PrlUkcr. presi- 
dent and-chicf executive officer of 
The Marmon Group, as keynote 
speaker. 

"We're interested In Improving 
some of the rules of the game so 
economic development can. occur," 
said Ai Henderson, chief of business 
and economic development for the 
Navajos. 

The reservation’s unemployment 
rate is about -to percent and runs as 
high as 70 percent in some orens. Por' 
capita income Is’ about $2,000. one- 
seventh the national average. 

And condlllons have been getting 
worse because of a slumping oil 
-market, that.has. hurl. oil. companies 
operating on Ihc reservation and 
federal budget cuts 'that have 
dccrea.sed the flow of money to gov- 
ornmcnl agencies, the rc.scrvallon’s 
largest employer, Ilcndcrson said. 

MacDonald has set a goal of 
creating 1.000 Jobs a year on the res- 
ervation. which he said has been 
overlooked ns industries have rushed 
to the Sun Belt; 

“Virtually all -economic develop- 
ment has bypassed this area," he 
said. 

The ^avajo Nation has about 
200.000 members living In New Mex- 
ico. Arizona and Utah on the 24.347- 
square mile reservation that Is 
roughly the size of West VJrgina. 

MacDonald said the reservation 
has a slubic work force, abundant 
resources and accc.ss. to major 
miirh^s, AnjJJie said the Navajos. 
becausF~7rr ^hclr sovereign tribal 
status, can offer (ax and regulatory 
incentives that studies conducicd by 
the tribe lndlc.*ite arc better than 
most stales can offer. 

Navajo officials said businesses 
should talk to them before consider- 


ing moves to Latin America or 
overseas. 

"We- ore competitive In providing 
(businesses) a package that would 
improve their cash'’ (low posilion,” 
Ilcndcrson said. j 

The tribelias begun Identifying In- 
dustries it would like to recruit, in- 
cluding • those- involved- in- tourlsmr- 
clcctronics assembly and turning 
raw products info finished goods, 
Ilcndcrson said. 

"We arc targeting Industries that 
will have high labor content and at 
Ihe same time wc arc encouraging' 
businesses on the reservation to 
capture money that has been going 
off the rcservaflon for years."

Sweeping study finds problems 
in handling of bankraptcy eases

MONTPELIER, Vt.'- Trulh In 
packaging and protecting the state's 
wholesome Image have become hot 
topics following the disclosure that a 
dairy’s “Vermont butter” actually* 
comes from as far away as Wiscon- 
sin and Ohio. 

t’Buttcrgate,” as a .Burlington 
newspaper called the controversy, 
has dairymen around the state hll 
churned up, but the company says it 
didn’t mean any harm. 

Cabot Cooperative Creamery ac- 
knowledges that for the past five 
years most of Us lightly salted and 
unsalled butter has come from out- 
of-slate brokers, even though the 
package soys in bold letters: “Ver- 
montBUTTER." 

Cabot says it will remove any 
stateof origin from lU label by fall. 

In the meantime, state 
agriculture officials are considering 
ways to ensure that anything label- 
ed a Vermont product really is one. 

“Vermont has a romance, a 
mystlquc^about It, that people 
associate with wholesomeness,” said 
Dick lagers, a state agriculture 
marketing representative. ”If wc 
don’t be careful about It. wc could 


Several years ago, a Mississippi 
company was accused of putting the 
Vermont maple label on Its Southern 
com syrup. Vermont lakes Us syrup 
seriously: five years ago the 

Legislature made it. illegal to put 
the label on any other syriip. ; 

- And an apple drink labeled In 
While River Junction carries a Ver- 
mont tag even though It's made In 
Virginia. 

Cabot spokesman Alan Parker said 
the labeling of Us butter was not a 
“mean and nasty marketing ploy." 
Rather, he said, market factors 
have forced Cabot to buy out-of- 
state butler.- ; 

Federal programs that set a low 
price for butler and pay farmers to 
slaughter herds for meat have caus- 
ed a shortage of cream In Vermont, 
and the growth of Vermont-based 
Ben & Jerry's Ice cream has con- 
sumed much more, Parker said. 

Deputy Agriculture Commissioner 
Willlom Paine agrees. "We're 
satisfied that Cabot nas the utmost 
integrity. It's not disturbing to me. 

“Our concern is about the quoiity

Others say Cabot had no business 
selling Midwest butter as Ver- 
mont's.

: WASHINGTON — A sweeping new 
study of the nation's bankruptcy 
system has found major problems In 
the administration of bankruptcy 
coses, from judges who Ignore parts 
of; the law to companies and In- 
dividuals who abuse tne system. 

; Although the bankruptcy system 
Is working reasonably well on a doy- 
to-day basis, It faces a serious loss of 
credibility if the flaws are not cor- 
rected, according to bankruptcy 
Judges and lawyers associated with 
the study released Tuesday. 

The most serious problem Iden- 
tified in the study, according to the 

a erts, Is the failure of many 
;cs to follow the congressional 
mandate to protect the interest of 
creditors. Congress-^n part changed 
the bankruptcy law in 1984 because 
of a perception that debtors were 
treated too leniently, but the study 
Indicated that either the new rules 
arc not being followed or have not 
had their Intended effect. 

“In some areas of the country, the 
Judges are not doing what they arc 
supposed to be doing," said George 
C. Paine, federal bankruptcy judge 
In Nashville and one of the overseers 
of the survey of more than 1,000 
Judges, trustees and other lawyers 
involved with bankruptcy cases. 

Experts cited the sheer crush of 
bankruptcy filings In recent years as 
one of the prime reasons Judges arc 
not always complying with federal 


bankruptcy rules. Unusually str- 
ingent provisions of the bankruptcy 
code, Including requirements that 
hearings start within a certain 
length of lime, were also cited as 
reasons for noncom^ance. 

The survey also indicated that 
lawyers ore nut willing to challenge 
Judges who Ignore Ihc law. This pro- 
blem is cxaccrbalcd. experts said, 
because bankruptcy lawyers are a 
relatively small purl of the legal 
communily and often appear time 
and lime again before the same 
Judges. 

Whatever the reasons for non- 
compliance. bankruptcy lawyers 
said Congress needs to rethink some 
of Its recent efforts to add new re- 
quirements to the system, or pro- 
vide more resources and judges. 

Sen. Dennis DeConclnl, I)-Arlz., 
one of the Senate's leading 
authorities on bankrupley, said he 
was ‘'surprised nl the extent of 
(noncomplinnee)” .shown in the 
survey. But “it is a lillle too early to 
tell what changes we need." he said, 
adding that he expects hearings to 
be called on Ihc matter. 

The survey released Tuesday was 
carried out during Ihe past year by 
the American Bankruptcy Institute, 
a group of professionals Involved In 
bankruptcy matfers. II comes amid 
a staggering increase In the volume 
and complexity of bankruptcy cases 
around the nation that experts say 
has resulted from the economic 
distress In some parts of the country 
as well as the growing use of the 


hankruplcy code ' as ’a business 
reorganization device. 

According to figures released with 
the study Tuesday, a record 477.843 
Individuals and businesses filed for 
bankruptcy In the year ended June 
31). 198G, and throughout the first 
nine months of the current fiscal 
year. 411.309 bankruptcies have been 
reported- 

Tho study was primarily Intended 
to assess the cffccliveness of the 
19H4 amendments .to the bankruptcy 
code, but it also highlighted several 
broader trends. Among the key fln- 
Jlngs: 

• There is a significant degree of 
noncompliance by judges . with 
various legal requirements of the 
code, although this varies greatly by 
judicial ■ circuit. For Instance, Con- 
gress in 1984 required bankruptcy 
courts to schedule hearings within 30 
days when creditors seek to lift the 
bankruptcy code's automatic pro- 
hibition against their efforts to col- 
lect their debts or seize collateral, 
However, about one-half the survey 
respondents said the deadlines were 
nut met on at least some occasions, 
while onc-quarlcr said they were 
hardly ever mcl. 

♦ The 1984 changes enacted by 
Congre.ss that were studied by the 
institute -did not dramatically 
change the bankruptcy system. Only 
37 percent of the respondents 
thought the system was better as a 
result of the changes, while 42 per- 
cent perceived no changes,
